eis vehemently difpleated with many wozdes agaynſt 
x them, that being blynded in theyz owne Couctous appe⸗ 

tites were aduetlaries to the Goſpell: whiche thyng not⸗ 
p withſtanding ought to leine no newe matter ina ſmuch as 
they were pzedeſtinate to this ende, and it was lpoken ot 
bekoze by the Apoftles, that that kynde ok men ſhall lur⸗ 
kingly crepe among the flocke ok Chziſtyanes. Agapnſte 
theſe ſoꝛte, he fo armeth thein that they may kozecaſt bothe

Judas the leruaunt ot Jeſus Chꝛyſte the brother ot James. To them which ate 
called and fancttfied in God the kather, and pꝛeſerued in Jelu Chziſte: Mercy vnts pow 
and peace and laue be multiplied Beloued, when J gaue all diligence to wipte vnto pow 
ot the commen faluacpon, it was nedetull for me to write vate pou, to erhozte pou that 
pe could continually laboure in the fatty, whiche was once geuen vnto the laynctes. for 
there are cettapn vngodly men ceaftelp crept in, ot whiche it was written afare tyme vn⸗ 
to ſucht tudgement. They turne the grace of our God vnto wantonnes, and denpe God 


(whiche is theonelp Loꝛde) and oute Lorde Jeſus Chziſte . p mpnde is ther teze to 
put pou in remembꝛaance, foꝛ as muche as pe once knowe thys, bow that the Lozdecak⸗ 


ter that he had delpuered the people out of Egppte) detroped them which afterward be⸗ 
leued not. The angels alſo which kepte not thepꝛ fet eſtate, but lette thepꝛowuc habita⸗ 
cion, dehath celecucd inenerlaſtynge chapnes under darckenes vnto the itudgement of 
the greate dape:euen as So dome and Gomo, and the cyties aboute them (which in lyke 
maner defiled them ſeiues with fornpcacton, and kolowed Mraunge fleche) ace let forthe 
toꝛ au enſample, and fuffce the papne of eternall fyer. Lpkewiſe, thefe bepuge dilccaued 
by dꝛeames dekyle the ich, deſpyſe rular s, and ſpeate cuill ot them that ate in auctozpttie.

@ x catly beloued, be not ignozaunt of thts one thing, bowe that one dape is with the 
Lord, esa thouſande peace, aud a thoulande peare as one dape. The Lorde p hath pꝛo⸗ 
miſed is not lacke, as lome men count dackues: but is pacient to vs warde: for almuch as 
be would haue uo man lost: but wyll receaue all men to repentaunce. Neuertheles the day 
ofthe Loꝛde pyll come asa thete in the night, in the whiche dape the heauens wall palle 
a wape in maner ot a tempeſte, and ide elementes chall melte with heate, the earthe alta 
and the woꝛckes that are therin all bucue. Seyug then that all cycle thinges ſhallpe⸗ 
rylſhe, what maner perſons ought pe to be in dolp conuertacton and godlpnes:lokpng for 
and naſting buco the commpuge of the Bape of God, by whome the heauens Hal per iſſhe 
with tprc,and the clementes all melt with heate. Meuertheles, we ( accozdpnge to bis 
pꝛe mes) loke toꝛ a newe beaucn and a new earth, wherin dwelletherighteweines Wher⸗ 
toe dear ly beloued, ſeyng that pe loke fo2 Suche thinges,be Diligent that ye mae be toũdte 
of him in peace, without ſpotte and vudetyled. and luppo ſe that the tonge lutferpuge of 
the Loꝛde is faludccou,euct as gur dearelp beloued brother Paule alſa(accozdinge tothe 
wy ledome geuen bute Him bath wir tten vnto pou, pea, almooſt iu euer epiſt le peaking 
offuche thinges:amouge whiche are many thiuges harde to be vnderſtande, wbiche they 
that ate vuicarned, and vuſtable, pecuert, as tbep do alfo rhe other (criptutes unto their 
owue ſdeſtruccisu. ye therfore belauco ( ſepug pe be warned afoze bande ) beware, lett pe 
(with other men) be allo plucked awape thoꝛowe the erroure ot the wycked, and tal trom 
pout one dtedtaſtnes. But growe in grace, and in the knowledge of our Loꝛde ano taut 
bur gelus Chꝛiſt. To whome be glozy borpe no we and toz euer. Amen. 


Wherkoze moſt deately beloued bꝛethzen, haue this fo fearfull a iudgemet 


al wapeg befoze pout ebes and gene dilpgence, that whan the loꝛde commeth⸗ he 


mape kynde pou pute and vnblameable, not onely bekoze menne, whole iudge⸗

mẽtes are many tymes Deceaued,but allo bekoze hi Foz he is pure in dede, that 


is putein the ludgement of God. And althoughe pataduenture it be long ere 


that daye come, conſtrue it not fo, as theughe be woulde not come at all, but 


conlpoge that this tender lutkeraunce of the loꝛde, wherwith he geueth all men 


(pace to tepent, doeth cate koʒ mennes ſaluacion:oł whiche matters our mooſte 
Beare brother and kolo we in office, Paule wrote nto pow, ſo muche the moze 
vabundantly,as God gaue him the moze plenteous gyfte of wyledome: and in 
almoſt all his epiſtles exhozteth you to loke fog this daye, lometyme lpeakinge 
after luche a ſoꝛte as though the daye of the loꝛde were already now at bande: 
that he might the rather papebe pou koꝛwarde to the ſtudye ol godlynes, where 
as that dape( becaule it is vncertaine) oughte to be loked Foz lo as thoughe he 
woulde come this dape, but pet after ſuche tuple , that no man pꝛelctibe a tyme 
cettaine.Thele and ome other matters Paule according to his high wifedom,

myngled in his Epiſtles And wheras he ſpake them mot rightly that coulde 


be pet the ignoꝛaunt and inconſtaunt perſons wzeſt them with a peruerle in⸗ 
terpꝛetacion, as they doe the other {criprures,to their owne deſtruccton, that the 


thing whiche is healthe vnto the good, mape be turned, thzoughe their owne 


kaulte, in to venome vnto them. Therkoꝛe bꝛethꝛen lence pou axe lo maup wates 
warned bekoze hande bothe of me and ok Paule, take hede, that you be not de⸗ 


cepued, as other are, with the kraude of abominable men, and Fall awape from 
pour ſubſtaunctall ſtedkaſtnes, whiche pou haue expꝛeſſed pet hitherto:vut ta⸗ 
ther gene Diligence, that pou mape continually encreaſe and goe forewarde in 
the giktes and knowledge ok our loꝛde and fautous Jeſu Chꝛiſle, vnto whome 


be gloꝛpe bothe now en this lpke, and koꝛ eue: wozlde without ende. Amen. |
